James T. M^leakley , an American born citizen, 54 years 
of age, residing" at"SS w &5 Sedgewick Avenue, Bronx, N.Y. giving his 
occupation at present as Insurance Counsellor, was convicted in 
this court on December 17, 1940 of violation of the State Insurance 
Lav/ (doing Insurance business without a Broker's License). On 
December 31, 1940 when he appeared for sentence he was committed to 
Bellevue Hospital for mental observation and 'report. 

In speaking with this defendant about his employment, I 
questioned him about a man named KURT MERTIGvwho seemed quite in- 
terested in the defendant during his trial and who later wrote me 
a reference letter regarding Bleakley on a letter head, the top of 
which I am attaching to this communication. 

Bleakley said that MERTIG had been very active in trying 
.■?.yJ to establish the innocenee of Hauptman executed for the Lindbergh 
baby murder, and had -also been active in civic affairs. He stated 
that he had met ?MRTIG through hearing him lecture in two or three 
< v " \ of Father Divine's Heavens. Later in the interview Bleakley stated 
that his work as Insurance Counsellor consisted in going around from 
O-door to door and advising people who had lapsed insurance policies 
(, or were paying too much insurance how to get rebates or better terms. 
A) While on this subject he spoke forcefully of the prejudice of the 
^ insurance Companies against the Negro, and stated that Negroes had to 
Ypay more for insurance than whites.

advance 12A6/37: j6l-7566*3283 Kept, of Hetett M. Sbv. 1941) 

frequent references have beam made to alleged aaeooietlon between the 
League, mertig and various persons thought to be Christian Front leaders or 
adherents, am article, *gpeai4ag in the December 6, 3999, edition of the Hew lork 
Times, stated that &s Ireeklyn Osurch and Mission Federation (an organisation of 
Protestant congregations In Brooklyn) had described the League as anti-Semitic and 
violently feed at. this article further indicated that the Federation bad charged 
the dtiaens Protective League as being erne of the seven principal organisations 
of the Christian Jfrottt.

Kurt Mertig allegedly entered the United States In January, 1910, and 
Is said to be a naturalised dtisen.

It has also been determined from a 
revievjr of the Evening Sun newspaper dated August 1§, 1938 and verified by a 
check of the records of the New York Election Board that she ran for 
Congress against Representative Sol Bloom in 1938, but was defeated. Sub- 
ject is reported to be a- member of numerous organizations including: 
Daughters of the American Revolution, International Council of patriotic 
Service, Industrial Educational Service for Southern Mountaineers, Church 
Laymen's Association, and United Daughters of the Confederacy. 

Subject's husband, Reverend Livingston Rowe Schuyler, died in 
1931.

A nwmoraadsw dated December 16, 1941, In reference to subject, 
contains Information famished by confidential informant #3, as taken fren 
informant's file, which reflects the following informatlonr MERTIG attended 
a Christian Front Meeting as part of a delegation, with EDWARD OASBY, from 
the Citi serfs Protective league. Other Christian Front meetings which he at- 
tended included those of January 37, 1939 and March 3, 1939. During this time 
he also attended meetings of the American nationalist Party, at which he and 
LOTlFzAHNB distributed large bandies of BDMONSTEN bulletins. Informants 
fileif reflect that MERTIG is considered a partner with LOUIS ZAHBS in the 
Citizen* * Protective League. The EEMONSTEK bulletins; distributed by MERTIG 
and ZAHNB, mentioned above, denounced the Jews, who want war, and the dlstribu- . 
tion took plane at an American Nazi Party meeting whldi was held on February 
1, 1939. Subject *t tended the March 3, 193? Christian Front meeting witlt the 
husband of BRIDtiETJgALSH and' asked what waygoing, to De done about her. (She I 
Is the woman who sbld^Sey to the Myeter" and "Social Justice* very widely, 
and Is now In an institution for the mentally unbalanced.) On March 15, 
1937, MERTIG participated in a Nasi Bally and he was then described by the 
Sew York Times as "an active organiser of pro-Nazi forces in this city. EDWARD 
JMESTDIZTHE and GEORGE L.ttUUPQRT, former Sew York leader of the Silver Shirts 
were among those who adWeW this rally. (A photostatic copy of the Sew 
York Times article dated March 16, 1937, is enclosed in instant file. 

The Sew York Post of November 27, 1937, in one of its expose 
articles on the German-American Bund, noted the fact that both the Citi sen's 
Protective League and the Bond have "been seeking the impeachment of President 
&00SE7BLT. (A photostatic copy of this article is also retained in instant 
file*) Other information obtained from confidential informant #2, in conjunc- 
tion with that which was already reported and set forth in the above mentioned 
memorandum, Indicates that MERTIG is apparently linked up With anti-Adainistra* 
tion isolationist groups, such as HORACE jXhaaSB'S ■Americans for Peace*. 
HAASS, in March of 1942, had been speaking 7 in Yorkville, demanding that America 
■"conclude an immediate peace", at meetings sponsored by KURT MERTIG. An article 
appearing in the Sew York World Telegram on March 30, 1943, which appears in 
instant file, elaborates on this information. 

According to Informant, intimates, and co-workers of KDRT MERTIG 
have Included WHEELER-HILL, LOUIS ZAHNB, JOSBPMHcWILLIAMS and Mrs. UKNGSTON 
ROWbYsCHUILER, It is to be noted that refer ence is made to Mrs. SCHUYLER in 
a cnle entitled "Mrs. LIVINGS TOS ROWE SCHUYLER, with atlas, internal Security-G" 
New York FibtfBo. 100-23431. According to informant, subject has a long history 
In the organisation of German-American organisation, such as the German-American 
Republican League. 
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A resume of the complete data appearing in tho files of con* 
fidential informant #3, tinder date of October 15, 1941, a copy of which is 
retftined in the New York file, indicates that: 

"KURT KSBEIft was, prior to his arrival in the United States 
in the middle 1 twenties, active as a bursar on German vessels. He 
finally landed in South America and emigrated from there to the U.S., 
where he "became active as an Importer of German merchandise. He is 
now 50 years old and has acquired American citizenship. 

"Up to about 1924 he was vice-president of the 1 German 
Literary Society, 1 , (Deutscher Literarischer Verein). Shis society 
concerned itself with the dissemination of Gcrnan culture among 
its members end was rather harmless, politically* It was KUR£ 
MERTI6 who tried to bring a Nazi note into the society. He engaged 
GEORGE snvaSEaR^qpBRIOK to give a report on Germany, which 
the latter opened with a raised right arm and by saluting 'heil, * 
KHRTIG, who was the chairman at that meeting, prohibited the interro- 
gation of the speaker with regard to the suppressive policy of the 
Nazi regime. This and other manifestations of his pro-Kazi atti- 
tude led to a break between H2RSIG and the 'German literary Society. * 
He seceded with a number of other members and with them founded a 
semi-Nazi organization devoted to seemingly unobjectionable aims 
with the harmless name Resell schaft far Literatur.' Its real 
purpose, however, was to provide all travelling salesmen in Nazism, 
coming from Germany, with a rostrum. 

"He utilized the sensational Lindbergh-Hs^fcnwsn affair 
to establish a so-called 'Committee of ECO*, for the defence of 
BRDKO HAUP5S4ANN. Defense funds for HAUPEOiiN were collected end mass 
meetings were arranged under the auspices of this Committee where 
R3ILLY of Brooklyn and FISCHEE of Flemington, Hew Jersey, HflQP£KAKN«S 
defense counsels, Mrs. HAUHKAE2T, Pastor and the former magie- 

trate, CHAEL2S\£BxiEWAG3R, spoke. At these meetings anti-Semitic litorc- 
turo use distributed freely. In these writings the kidnarrcing and murder 
of the Lindbergh baby were described as a 'Jewish ritual murder 1 and 
'Jewish conspiracy* planned by 'secret directions' from a 'euprerae 
council of Jswa and Frucriaaong.' Obviously the entire incident was 
utilized as an opportunity to promote Nazism and anti-Semitism in 
tho United StatC3. 

"Cut of thic 'Conmitteo of £00' grew liaaSl&'S new rr.cket. 
Ho established a letterhead organization called the 'Citizen's Protec- 
tive League,* located at the Turahall, 1253 Lexington Avenue in New 
York City. It had its meetings regularly on Mondnjr evenings at that 
addrer.3. The League had only 50 membors but displayed a very efficient 
and vociferous publicity. Indeed, KZB3&& succeeded in duping the Henublican 
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National Committee into having them appoint him as assistant 
of the German division during the national elections of 1936, In that 
year the League endorsed Royal Scott Gulden of the Order Of '76 , f a 
subversive organization, when he ran for office."

"Whether or not MERTIG is an organized Nazi cannot tew 
established, hut his close connection vith FRITZ mUHN and GUNTRERTVRGELL , 
. a registered Nasi agent, hie dose cooperation with the 'Friends of the 
New Germany, ' the forerunner of the 'German-American Bund,* hie speeches, 
articles and behaviour during the HAUPTMANN trial, indicate strongly 
hie real point of view, n 

An excfirnifroa a report dated March 23, 1943, received from 
(confidential Informant Mpnose identity is known to the Bureau, indicates that (US) 
"The citizen's protective League held a meeting at Hffiuatawarein Rail, 65th 
Street and Lexington Avenue, New York City, on Monday, March 16, at which 
the injustices done to the poor people at mils Island was the topic of 
discussion, * 



A memorandum dated April 11, 1943, contains information received 
from confidential informant ! | whose identity Is known -to the Bureau, which 

indicates that KURT MERTIG was closely associated with C, iJEROEHLICH, 565 b7D 
fifth Avenue, New York City, and that MERTIG is the man referred to previously 
by this informant as distributing German literature for EROEHLICH. Shis happened 
before the war, when MERTIG was associated with the "Christian lighters*. In- 
formant described MERTIG as an American citisen, strongly pro-German, but not 
a member of the Nazi Party and was characterized ty informant as a little crazy. 
His occupation is given to be that of a textile machinery man and it is indicated 
that MERTIG formerly came often to the German Consulate, Commerce Department, 
and also to see Consul FRSIDHELM BRAEGER and his secretary, VOGEL. * 

In a report dated July 1, 1942, from confidential informantQ 
whose identity is known to the Bureau, there is contained an unsolicited report 
obtainedfrom a confidential source believed to be reliable lay confidential in- 
formant | | which reads as follows 

"KURD MERTIG has for several years been a co-leader of 
the^pITIZENS PROTECTIVE LEAGUE and thefcfOMM ITTEE OP 500, the latter 
a so-called defense committee for BRUNO HAUPTMANN, who was electrocuted 
for kidnapping and killing Charles Llndberg*s son. Both of these organiza- 
tions were used for subversive purposes and their meetings were held 
on Monday nights in TORN HALL, Lexington Avenue and 85th Street, New 
Tork City.

and gifts to German internees at various camps. At the time this search was made,

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CITIZENS PROTECTIVE LEAGUE 



It was on March 10, 1937, that we were informed definitely of 
the existence of the Citizens Protective League and the fact that it 
was functioning out of New York City* The greater part of the activity 
is among the Nazis in Yorkville, N. Y. The organizer and leader of the 
group is Kurt Mertig, also leader of the German American Republican 
League, xuo CiLizens Protective League has a New York office at 1253 
Lexingtion Avenue • The organization is listed as one of those composing 
the Christian Front in the New York area. The Congressional Record of 
August 14, 1939, page 15755 under the item "Un-American Activities," 
mentions the Citizens Protective League as operating independently of, 
but directed by the Christian Front as to methods. 

Although he, Mertig, handles his English like the Baron 
Munchausen, and handles himself in the same fashion, he is apparently 
a smart man. he and his group were proposing Henry Ford as candidate 
for President of the United States in 1940 and circulated thousands 
of li Ford for President" petition blanks among Jew-haters throughout 
the country* Even if the plans to make Ford president didn't material- 
ize lone hundred per cent, as they didn't, at least Mertig could count 
on it bringing him closer to the automobile manufacturer ~ perhaps 
close enough, he thought, to solicit a donation for his Citizens 
Protective League's coffers. Mertig was flaunting one letter from 
Mr. Ford, early in the campaign, and using it to influence prospective 
joiners of the organization. Edward Casey, an Irishman who had him- 
self been ^ertig's chief assistant in matters concerning Mr. Ford, 
explained Mertig's possession of the letter as follows: "i^ertig 
wrote a letter and also telegraphed Mr. Ford, notifying him of the Cit- 
izens Protective League's nomination of 'Ford for President ' and 
Mr. Ford approved the idea." The reply, in fact, was a non-committal 
thank you letter signed by one of Ford's secretaries. It was from 
Detroit, addressed to Mertig. Casey interpreted it as a carte blanche 
approval of everything to do with the Citizens ^protective Leagae. 
"Well, he doesn't say not to nominate him for the presidence, does he?" 
Casey replied to any question concerning Ford's stand. 

Meetings 

The organization met every Monday night in Turnhalle, Lexington 
Avenue and 85th Street, in conjunction with another anti-Jewish organiza- 
tion called the Committee of 5U0, also headed by ftlertig. 

On November 29, 1937, a protest meeting was neld by the 
Citizens Protective League which was attended by forty people*, the meeting 
was opened about 8:30 by Kurt Mertig, Chairman. He elaborated on the 
impeachment of President Roosevelt, stressing sixteen points for im- 
peachment at length. x his was a resume of the previous meeting. He 
suggested that a resolution be made on the matter. 
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CITIZENS PROTECTIVE LEAGUE 

The second speaker was Judge Rutgers, who quoted an article 
written by a Pennsylvania Senator. Our financial troubles, he said, 
started 7/ith the first Jewish treasurer Hamilton and is still continu- 
ing with Morgenthau. He further stated that all the "gold" that is 
stored at Fort Knox and watched by soldiers might turn out to be "old 
shoes" or some other valueless junk. 

As next speaker, l^ajor Jackson spoke about the accumulation 
of Gold by the Jewish bankers and pointed out that the Roosevelt ad* 
ministration's cooperations with these bankers was sufficient cause 
for impeachment, and that the Christians suffer under the Jewish 
money policies. He mentioned especially that Roosevelt announce that 
"he will chase the money changers out of the temple" but that they 
are now in the front position. 

He stated further that in 1929 five and one half billion 
dollars were in circulation and production amounted to 38 billions. 
After paying the bonus which Pres. ^oosevelt vetoed, circulation of 
money was 7% billion while production was raised to 60 billion. After 
Congress passed the soldier bonus, Pres. Roosevelt benefitted to the 
extent that he was reelected occasioned by the increase in production 
as result of the bonus, which he had vetoed. 

iflr. Ifertig started off asking for contributions to the general 
expense fund, because for this particular meeting, 20,000 circulars had 
been distributed. He mentioned that a small support was needed, as the 
other side has a big meeting that same night in the Commodore or Bilt- 
more about the Jewish boycott, where each plate or ticket would cost 
$100. One thousand plates had been sold to distinguished "kikes" and 
he hoped that they wo41d choke at them. 

Pastor Fitting was the next speaker. He spoke about the 
Princes of Judea who we*e horders of money, that the Jews were cnntroll- 
ing the money, democracies and that they are now aiming for world 
government. He further said that the Jews have special influence in 
France, England and the U.S.A. and that they are the leading power in 
Washignton. That it is the Christian instinct to resist them and that 
further more the New Deal is a Jew Deal. This was followed by a reso- 
lution. 

Barly in 1938 the organization was concentrating on proving 
that Hauptmann was innocent of the Lindbergh oharge and to prove that 
it was a Jewish ritual murder. The principle business of every week 
was fanning the dying embers of the Eauf>tmann case with rabidly anti- 
Semitic speakers like the Rev. John Matthiesen and N. W. (Judge) Rogers 
of Tompkins Corners. 

"Pastor" Matthiesen, Lutheran minister who was Hauptmann's spirit 
ual advisor in the Trenton death house, spoke at the Citizens Protective 
League meeting of May 10, 1938. In his address he placed the responsibil- 
ity°for the violent death of the Lindbergh baby on "Jewish ritual murder." 



CITIZENS PROTECTIVE LEAGUE 

(Jewish ritual murder is an anti-Semitic falsehood which for centuries 
has been whispered among the gullible ignorant, particularly of Poland 
and the near East. It childishly alleges that at certain times of the 
year Jews make human sacrifices of Christians, ^he "Jewish ritual 
murder" is too fantastic for even the High Priest of anti-Semitism 
Adolf Hitler) • That saire night "Judge" Rogers condemned the C.I.O. 
and labor legislation which brought about the Compensation Act, as the 
work of Jews. He read from a pamp&let of his own writing: 

"It is not far from the truth to say that as Jews 
increasingly have insinuated themselves into our 
affairs, particularly since the Wilson administra- 
tion, so has the national welfare disintegrated 
till our State now approximates that which the 
Jews had entailed upon Germany before the advent 
of Hitler." 

On June 13, 1938, Mertig surprised his constituents, pre- 
senting a new cause celebre — Mrs* Maria Griebl, wife of fugitive 
Dr. Ignatz Griebl, wanted for questioning for espionage activity. 
The wife, of the former Nazi and anti-Semitic chieftain who fled to 
Germany without passport, ticket or baggage, trembled as she stood 
before her sympathizers. She thanked them, especially "Seward Collins, 
whom I do not know and have never before seen*" (Seward Collins, 
proprietor of the American Review Bookshop, 331 W. 58th St., N.Y.C. 
placed $5,000 bail for Mrs. Griebl when it was announced that she 
would be held as a material witness, pending the questioning of her 
husband.) 

"It is wrong. It is unjust. They have nothing on , 
my husband and they cannot force me, his wife, to 
testify against him." 

In introducing ifrs. Griebl, &ertig sketched what were supposed 
to be the precise happening on May 10th, the day Dr. Griebl walked aboard 
the liner Bremen and without notice sailed for Germany. 

Louis Zahne spoke next. Mr. Zahne is heir-apparent to any political 
job which may evolve out of his connection with Mertig's group. He is a 
polished speaker, veers dear as much as possible from direct attacks on 
the Jews. He praised JJflertig for "putting up $200 of his own money to pro- 
vide legal counsel for stranded Mrs. Greibl "and for doing all he did in 
raising the money for Mrs. Griebl's $5,000 bail." Then Zahne got into an 
argument with Franklin Thompson, anti-Semitic author of "America's Ja-Deal." 
Zahne warned those present to beware of traitors in the ranks, that traitors 
had set back German Americanism in the United States at least 25 years in 
the split of the FrdAnds of Hew Germany in 1935.. Zahne branded Kurt Luedecke 
a "traitor," and said that Luedecke sold out the movement her before writing 
"I Knew Hitler." &e said, "Franklin Thompson and Anton Hae&ele were in the 
same mob." 
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Thompson tried to explain that Luedeeke aocepted #300 from 
haigele to work with him in setting up the American Socialist league, 
following the split, but that Luedeeke never helped much.^ he turned 
on Hitler, Gissibl, *aegele and all of them. Thompson vainly en- 
deavored to explain that the leaders of the Friends of New Germany 
caused the split not traitors. B ut a woman roee in the crowd and dared 
him to take off his glasses. The booed and hissed and Wertig picked 
that as an opportune time to close the meeting promising continuation 
of the fight the following week. 

In the rear of the auditorium eight different kinds of anti- 
Semitic literature were offered for sale, Alley's "Liberation , Edmond- 
son's pamphlets and volumes of Elmhurst's "The World Hoax" were among 
them. 

On September 11, 1939, Dr. Franz Jablonsky spoke on "The 
Russo-German Line up and Its Significance." Mertig dispatched post 
cards inviting Frank W. Clark of the National Liberty Party to this 
lecture, thereby establishing the link between the Nasi party, Frank 
W. Clark and Mrs. Washburn. 

Miscellaneous 

Early in 1937 the League passed a resolution that the American 
Jewish Congress be outlawed because it was interfering with the Braddook- 
Schmelling^fight, basing their arguments on the fact that anti-American 
propaganda is thereby being furthered. 

In June, 1939, several people in Dallas, Texas received n ^ t ® ra " . 
ture from the Citizens Protective League. The address given was 235 E. 54tn 
St., NYC. 'i-'his is Mertig's home address, 

A get together of various leaders of anti-Semitic groups in 
New York City was held in Room 97 of the Murray Hill Hotel on December 29, 
1939. Mertig, Louis Zahne and Casey of the Citizens Protective League 
were present. This gathering was for the purpose of centralizing their 
activities against the Jew for the coming year. They all agreed to meet 
again on January 20th, 1940. to further discuss ant i-Jewish activities. 
They planned on it being an advisory council of all subversive groups. 

On January 16, 1941 Kurt Mertig and a member of the Bund came 
into B. Westermann C4>., Inc. and greeted Mr. Blano. the manager, like 
an old friend, 'i'hey exchanged pleasanteries in German. 

Edward James Smythe in his coluurn "Unmasked" in the ^ch 13, 1941 
issue of "Publicity" lists the Citizens Protective League as the Only 
Christian patriotic unit in Jew York City that he will endorse outside 
of the Molly Pitcher Brigade." 

In April, 1941 we got the information that Mertig is apparently 
still holding small but regular meetings of the Citizens Protective League 
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at his home, 235 E* 54th St» he stated that he was going to discontinue 
his aotivity but that Joe McWilliams had encouraged him, saying that 
there was only the two of them left to carry on the protective workf

MER2IG is active at present as an agent for the Leicht Concern, "tfinona, 
Minnesota* distributing German language papers and the American Herold to news- 
stands in Yorkville* ^hese are the papers which up to a short time ago were used 
as definite Nazi propaganda* MER2IG was also reported by this source to be acting 
as an "official" intermediary for Germans who are being repatriated! for relief 
payments to Germans via the Swiss who have protective power; for aid and assis- 
tance for alien enemies arrested and interned and for their families* 

I£R!EIG got his job, which permitc him to mske noney for himself, by 
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being recommended both to the Nazi Community in New York and to the Consul General 
in New Tork, by MITCHELL who was repatriated on the SS DR0I2NINGE0LM on June 3* 
1942* MITCHELL had a position of unquestioned authority among the Germane in New 
Tork after war broke out last December because everyone knew that he represented the 
German Government* 

Confidential Informant T2 stated he had been furnished eoae of these reports 
concerning ISBBS16 through sources very close to the Swiss Consul General in New York* 
*hie source told T3 that it wa3 true MLJRIIG was the intermediary for the Blatters des~ 
cribed above* He stated that the Swiss had just lately been tipped off on K^RSIG'S 
unsavory background and had just discovered for themselves that MERTIG was a petty

It will be noted that MERTIG told Confidential Informant T3 that he 
had written the letter addressed to Mr. PATTERSON of the "Daily Hews" dated 
August 14, 1942 and signed by FBLIX OuEIHSR, HELMUT LEINSR'S father, and 
stated that he had interceded on HELMUT'S behalf "only for the purpose of 
helping HELMUT'S poor inarticulate parents* 1 ' It is noted that the address from 
which this letter was allegedly written was given as 21-23 17th Ave., Astoria, 
long Island* There is no such address* l?th Avenue having been changed to 
47th Street about 12 years ago. According to Postmaster SYMIMGTON of Astoria 
the street number does not exist* MERTIG explained this wrong address by 
saying that he had taken the LEINER' S own address in Astoria, incorrectly* 
The LEINERS are living at 21-58 37th Street, Astoria, which is considerably 
different* With respect to the photograph mentioned in these letters MERTIG 
contradicted himself several times* He first said that he was positive that 
the uniform worn hy the man named HELMUT LEINER in the photograph of 1932 
and the Justice Department photograph was never worn by German organizations 
in this country* A few minutes later he said that the uniform was that of 
the "Brown Shirts," a German group active hetween 1932 and 1934. Shortly 
after that MERTIG said that he could not be positive about the uniform or 
about LEINER 'S identity in the 1932 picture because he said he had no 
connection with any German organization until after 1936, at which time he

made available to this office. The investigation of the Hardt Press is carried 
in Bureau file 97-436 entitled raLLlS^SCHLITTENHARDT with aliases, Hardt Press, 
Registration Act. This material purports to be correspondence between the 
Hardt Press publishers of "Die Neue Wooche" and the German Railroads Information 
Office^which correspondence is addressed to or signed by either KURT MERTIG , 
or BRUNO(EOESENER, one of the owners of the Hardt Press, and brings to light 
a new phase of MERTIG' S activities, MERTIG was the Advertising Manager for this 
publication. 

Mr. C. J. Simmons, Head of the Nazi Division of the War Policy 
Section has indicated that this correspondence constitutes a violation of the 
Registration Act on the part of MERTIG and LOESENER. He intimated that he might 
ask the Alien Property Custodian to seize all the records of Die Neue Wooche 
and the Hardt Press.

The records of this camp failed to show any communication at all 
between MEYER and subject, but on March 26, 1942, KURT MERTIG 
wrote to the Commanding Officer, Alien Enemy Internment Camp, 
Fort George G. Meade, asking for the privilege to. visit MOLTE, or 
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at least for a letter from MOLTE, and stated that he was interest- 
ing himself M in this case 'merely as a pubUct^iJsited citi 2 en.

The records a^so reveal that subject wrote internee MOLTE May 18, 
1942 but failed to disclose the nature of the communication.

the issuing of Partisan platforms or manifestos, but simply as a 
meeting place of all-entracing debate, open to all koericans regard- 
less of creed, party or race,. 

« rhoso debates were carried on for year after year under my 
umpiroship, but without any attempt on ny part to influence their 
objectives much less to restrict free speech, within the liga- 
tions provided by American law for the safety of the republic, Often 
the dobates wore opened by a sot lecture which in the majority o.'. 
cases was delivered by some man or woman of Anglo-Saxon origin and 
mature intelligence. As a matter of fact, when affairs of nation- 
wide, or world-wide interest would come up for debate, the most jm- 
goist speeches were nado by orators of Anglo-Saxon birth: and *fee 
wisdom of this non-partisan policy was shown by the further fact u hat 
our meetings became a "Cave of AdullaiJ' for persons of German ancestry 
to whom the proceedings of such partisan movements as the Lund nad. 
become distasteful. 

n As a not so pleasant consequence of our popularity, it hap- 

pened that when, after the outbreak of the present war, ann especially 
after the breaking out of war between the U S and Germany, the Bund 
and similar movements 'folded their tents and silently stole away*, 

our non-partisan 0I3JI EBB'S PSO0?BOIlv3 IJllGUE had to fight against being 
swamped' by such an influx of bitterly partisan orators — - left mgn 
and dry by the disapooaranco of thejr customary opportunities for 
oratorical display that, in the interest of our .reputation as «;ood 
Amoricans, wo disbanded, in April last, for the duration l- 
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H By that time, however, the very opposition that had "been 

sot in motion against us "by organizations "built up on appeal to pre- 
judice and race fooling, had advertised us to such an extent that 
presently I was called in to help the Few York Swiss Consulate and 
the Washington Swiss Legation in their endeavors to arrange the exchange 
of German nationals in this country with American nationals in Germany 
and Italy; and this work^ led in turn to the extending of my acquaintance 
among all classes of Germans, so that little "by little my intervention 
began to "be sought after by Germans who by reason of accidental business 
association or personal acquaintance with persons who had become the ob- 
ject of governmental investigation, had become entangled in the outskirts 
of deportation or internment proceedings* 

11 In other words, I was by way of becoming a sort of Grand- 

Daddy to that percentage of innocent persons who in such cases are apt 
to become involuntarily nixed v:p with the few guilty,., and thus to be- 
come acquainted with the ancient aphorism that records the sufferings 
of ! good doy Tray 1 I 

11 This', of course, has in a lesser degree placed me in that 

tight place of moral constraint, between two fires (that Your Excel- 
lency thoroughly understands as President of all of us) , to hold the 
balance even among contending and varying elements. 

n It is, in fact, because I myself appreciate to some little ex- 

tent the nature of some of the difficulties encountered by you, that I 
now hesitate greatly in calling your attention to a case which has been 
brought to me by good Americans, and which, after careful investigation 
by me, seems to me to call for special protection against i*hat appear to 
be budding tendencies on the part of over-zealous minor officials to dip 
tho scales of justice in favor of their own prestige as investigators 
or prosecutors, forgetting that there can be no greater public calamity 

than the inflicting of punishment for guilt upon innocent persons 

insomuch that my apology to you for inflicting this matter upon yotir at- 
tention consists in the fact that tho protecting of the defendant in 
question from biased methods of procedure will tend to greatly confirm 
and fortify tho efforts that havo long boon made by myself and "by other 
loyal citizens of German ancestry to guard well the walls of this repub- 
lic from being undermined by 'Che efforts of those who seise upon every 
miscarriage of the law as a moans to spread dissension and disaffection 
among our own citizens for tho sake of giving aid and comfort to the 
enemies of the State, 

» Tho case to which I refer ie that of HB LMOT.:LBIK3R „ 21-58 

, 37 th Street , Astoria. L»I» , J t Y M who is about to bo put on trial for 
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"alleged connection with the man Kerling, who was recently excited, as a 
saboteur — the charge against Leiner "being based on the fact that Leiner 
had been acquainted with Kerling and his wife some two or three years ago 
(although for more than two years they have never set eyes on each others and 
although Leiner himself is so near to the door of death from tuberculosis, 
that he contracted two year and a half years ago, that the mere thought 
of such a sick man being called in to participate in such a drastic enter- 
prise as sabo touring is de facto an absurdity. 

» The only circumstance to which the Leinors can attribute their 

being drawn into tho case is that on Sunday, June 21, a chance acquaintance 
of Leiner, a man who since that visit has boon reported bo them to be in 
connection with the saboteurs, called at tho Leiner Koine on a visit of con- 
solation regarding Helmut Leiner* s sickness 9 concerning which he claimed 
he had been informed not long previously, and for which he wanted to ex- 
press sympathy because of his realisation of the difficulties under which 
even healthy Germans are compelled tc struggle for a livelihood. 

» This chance visit ended in a casual suggestion by the visitor 

that Holmut^Loiner take a health walk with him and since that time they 
never me t" again - Leiner being subsequently confined to his parentis home 
on account of the weakness caused by his disease, *~ until the day of his 
arrest by the FBI on June 29th,- 

« This casual episode is all there is to the case as an even re- 

motely plausible ground for belief that Leiner was implicated in the 
Kerling affair; although it is now alleged that, during the visit, tho 
• caller begged Leiner to get in touch with ters, Kerling (who for over two 
years had been estranged from Kerling) and inform her that her husband 
had returned to the count ay, and try to persurdo her to renew friendly 
relations with her husband, - 

«: Whether the making of such request be true or not, tho incident 

docs not modify the fact that Leiner knew nothing whatever, and had no 
suspicion of, the chance callers being connected with any sabo touring 
activities, 

w As the case new stands Leiner will probably die very shortly 

from his disease in confinement, while his mother has had three heart 
attacks, and now lies dangerously ill, as a direct result of this sudden 
disturbance of the family tranquility, 

" The gravemcn, however, of my present appeal to you derives 

from tho fact that — owing probably to the chronic tendency of many 
inexperienced officials to go out of their way to "make a case stick", 
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when onco it lias been started, someone in the office of the Attorney 
General Francis Biddlo has indiscreetly given to the press a photograph, 
which is evidently intended to clinch the accusation or ineinnation that 
Leiner was connected with the Gorman-American Bund — the fact "being that 
this Thoto, which purports to depict a couple of uniformed men hanging a 
picture of Adolf Hit lor in the former office of the Bund ;ln Torkvillo, 
not only presents the men as wearing German uniforms which wore not worn 
in this country — the photo, as a matter of fact, having "boon made in 
Germany — "but also does not identify either of th e men as Lein or „ the 
attempt at such identification being such an arrant failure that it is 
impossible by any course of reasoning known to American jurisprudence to 
even remotely prove thaz either of the men was Loinor. 

N 'Now my point is that this photograph, which v/4is not even rade 

in this country, which depicts uniforms not vorn in this country, end 
depicts persons utterly unidentifiable as Leiner, has by the Attorney 
General 1 s office been grossly misused for the deliberate prejudicing 
and setting aside cf Leiner* s constitutions! right to be treated as 
innocent until he has been proven guilty 0 

» For, since every member of the jury which will eventually hear 

the Loiner case is at this time at large — going about his or her lawful 
vocation, and reading the newspapers — it is manifestly unjust to infect the 
minds of such persons beforehand v;i"oh a false impression that the defendant 
is guilty, 

w And tho fact that such an unconstitutional interference with 

the eventual doing of justice has thus publicly and undeniably been at- 
tempted and perpetrated by the office of the Attorney General, has created 
in the mind of myself and other loyal Americans of German ancestry a strong 
conviction, not only that the adopting of such an improper method is proof 
of consciousness on the part of tho Attorney General l s office that they have 
no lawful proof of Leiner ! o guilt, bi-t also that they are willing to descend 
to the use of any and all unconscionable aud conscienceless means to con- 
vict Leiner and slaughter hi** to make a holiday for some oversealous and 
unfairminded underling of Mr, Rddle ! s office, 

J l In other words, the very faot of this preliminary indiscrcoTi and 

indqeont violation of Loinor 1 s constitutional rights causes us to gravely 
fear that the remaining stages of the Leiner trial will be similarly un- 
fair, unless Your Excellency — who alone has real power to bring about 
fair play in this matter — will personally see to it that the thoughtless 
and legally uninformed persons who have thus recklessly imperilled a human 
life by their thus imposing upon the credulity of our easy-minded Attorney 
General, shall be off ectivoly" restrained from further interference in this 
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"case with the source of constitutional. Anorican justice, 

« We feel, Mr. President, thr-t without our further intruding 

upon your tine and attention, you will give this matter the considera- 
tion which it merits and will direct your instructions to. the place 
where they will be nost effective for fair play, Fair play is all 
that we ask; and wo ask it not only a& a natter of justice to Loinor 
and his parents (the lab tor heave already given to our country one son, 
who was killed while on duty as a soldier in the Hawaiian Islands, 
another son, who is now serving in the TJ t S te Army, and finally, a sos- 
in-law who is also risking his life in bhe U. S, uniform) , tut also as 
a just and no hie action, calculated to iacoMurobjy strengthen the hands 
of myself and all other loyal Americans pf German ancestry in this our 
honest endeavor to do our full share in bringing it about that at the 
conclusion of this war the imnortal words of Lincoln shall still ring 
true, and that our typo of hunan govornixmb shall not have perished from 
the earth , 

» With profound sympathy for your steadfast endurance of unpre-
